''onnecticut ''ollege. was the 
unanimous choice of the U-M 
regents, as dean of the huge 
College of Literature^ Science 
and the Arts. 


She failed to get appointment 


as dean after I' M'-- zoologj 
department refused to grant her 
a tenured professorship She 


earlier refused an offer of a 
two-year 
contract 
without 


tenure. 


U-M's Affirmative 
Action 


Committee later criticized the 
university administration arid 
the zoologj' department for their 
handling of the appointment. 


The position has been unfilled 


since June 1974. The university 
plans to set up a new deaft 
search committee.

timate motive, may be forgiven 
under the "qualified privilege" 
doctrine." For example: 


A worried father warned, his 


daughter — mistakenly, as it 
turned out — that her boy friend 
had a venereal disease The 
voung man 
filed 
buit^ for 


defamation of character; but the 
court held the father not table 
He had spoken with no malice, 
said the court, under circums- 
tances that called for parental 
concern. 


But the privilege does, not ex 


tend to outsiders In another 
case a similar warning, also 
mistaken, was voiced by a 
family acquaintance who had 
not been asked for his advice 


.When he was sued for slan- 
dering the young man in ques-_ 
lion, he explained that he had 
felt obliged "as a friend of the 
family" to speak up. 


But the court found this jus- 


tification inadequate and or- 
dered him to pay damages 


"The duty of refraining from 


slanderous words without as- 
certaining their truth," said the 
court, "far outweighs' ;any 
claims of mere friendship."

..Those big earferjies of Lake Michigan arc becoming a faded 
legend. There is a touch of class that gradually is vanishing 
from American travel. It is the carfcrry, the Queen Mary of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio fleet. 
-The P.M. 17 was the first 
carfeiry to 'be buiit by the 


- railroad. She came out in 1901 


and had a full length cabin, 
snowing the growing interest in 
passenger business. During the 
fruit season she arrived in Mil- 
waukee every morning with 
'west Michigan fruit, which she 
loaded in Muskegon. 


The P.M. 18 was built along 


the same-lines as the P.M. 17. 
She also came out with 
improved passenger quarters in 
a 
full 
cabin ' with 
more 


staterooms and lounge space. 
The P.M. 18 also became, 
popular as an excursion boat out 
of Chicago during the summers 
of, 1909 and 1910. While in this 
trade, her car deck was planked 
o.ver for dancing and dining. 
Slot -machines 
and 
other 


gambling devices were placed 
qn her spacious decks. 


In September of 1910 she re- 


turned to her home port of 
Ludington and rejoined the 
fleet On her first trip after re- 
turning to her.regular run, the

P.M. 18 took a load of 29,freight 
cars and left for Milwaukee 
around midnight. 


When halfway across the lake 


she was found to be leaking 
badly. Pumps were started, but 
the ever incoming sea gained 
and the P.M. 18 started to sub- 
merge, stern first. White alarm 
bells rang, the purser began 
sending signals of distress by 
wireless. The crew forced the 
freight cars over the open stern 
to lighten her, but she continued 
to sink. 


The P.M. 17, then on her way 


to Ludington from'Milwaukee, 
picked up the message and 
proceeded to the scene at full 
speed Arriving along-side just 
before the stricken vessel made 
her final plunge, the P.M. 17 
crew stood by helplessly and 
watched her give a violent lurch 
and sink, in 400 feet of water, 
about 20 miles off Sheboygan.

In 1929. The City of Sagmaw 


31 w*s built. She was the first 
commercial ship on the Great 
Lakes to be equipped with 
radar -With the building of the 
31 and her sister ship City of 
Flint 32, the railroad began to 
give the ships names as well as 
numbers. They both have gone 
to be scrapped or used as 
barges 


• The two ships were the 
beginning of a new era m 
cross-lake service Built at the 
cost of §2,850,000 they offered 
the traveling public finer ac- 
commodations and faster ser- 
vice. People began to find it 
easier and cheaper by far to 
cross Lake Michigan on a ear- 
ferry than it_was to make the 
long trip around by Chicago or 
the Straits of Mackinac. 


All they needed to do was 


drive to the dock on either side

Take the 55 per cent of new- 


home buyers who ha%'e sold 
their old home at the same time 
they buy a new one. Buyers 
whose old home has increased 
in value — as most have — must 


reduce by the appreciation 
value- the purchase price of the 
new house. 


To use the IRS examples, 


suppose you are an apartment 
dweller who buys a 850.000 
house. Five per cent of that is 
$2.500. .So when you fill out your 
taxes next year, you're entitled 
to subtract $2,000 from your 
normal tax bill. 


But now suppose you wqre 


living in a house which had cost 
$25,000. You sold it for $4ft,000 
before buying a new 850,000 
house. Your tax credit is only 5 
per cent of $35,000. or SI .750. 


That $33.000 is the cost of the 


new house minus the 815,000 
gain on your old house. The 
reduction reflects the fact that 
the government considers the 
$15,000 increase in the value of 
your old house to be a taxable 
capital gain, but in most cases 
the tax is deferred. 


It can be deferred if you buy a 


new. more expensive house 18 
months before or after the sale. 
For most owners the deferral is 
a saving because the tax. is 
eventually levied after they've 
retired and are paying a tower 
tax rate, or else the tax is taken

qualifies otherwise, you are en- 
titled to a credit of 81,850 based 
on an adjusted basis of $37,000 
since the cost of the residence 
must be reduced by the fair 
market value of the car you 
received. 


Q. I have been living in a 


house for the last two months as 
a renter and plan to buy the 
house under a written option in 
my original lease agreement. 
The house was new when I 
moved 
in. Can the house 


qualify? 


A. Yes, but it would not 


qualify if you were not the 
original occupant. 


Q. I have heard that I cannot 


claim the housing credit unless 
I have a certificate from the 
seller. Please explain. 


A. Unless you build your own 


house, you must attach to your 
return a certification by the 
seller that the purchase price is 
the lowest price at which the 
residence ever was offered for 
sale. 


Q. If the certification falsely 


states that construction began 
before March 26,1975, can I still 
qualify for the credit?

Q. If the certification is false 


as to the lowest price ever of- 
fered for sale can I still receive 
the credit? - -'-. 


A. Yes, provided you did not

Restore Land 


Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation county committees 


in Michigan have been given authority to determine whether 
farmers are eligible for federal financial assistance due to damage 
caused by last month's flooding;. 


Under the Emergency Conservation Measures program the 


committees can aid farmers to alleviate conditions resulting from 
natural disasters and to restore agricultural lands to productive 
capacity. 


County committees, in determining eligibility, are to decide if 


the damage: is unusual, not the type that would occur frequently, 
affects the productive capacity of the farmland: if not treated will 
impair the land; will be so costly to correct that the farmer can't 
do the work without federal help. 


A farmer may receive up to 80 per cent of the cost for: removing 


debris; grading damaged farmland; restoring permanent fences; 
restoring conservation structures.

Egg Tax Proposed 


Commercial 
poultrymeij 


• from all over the United States 


would be asked to tax them- 
selves to the tune of a nickel 
for each 30 dpzen of eggs sold,, 
under a proposed egg research 
and promotion order. 


Hearings will be held this 


week and next around the 
country by the United States 
Department of Agriculture in 
order to determine whether or 
not poultrymen favor holding a 
national referendum on the is- 
sue of a tax. 


Issuance of a national order 


was authorized by Congress 
through the Egg Research and 
Consumer 
Information Act, 


signed by the President on Oct. 
1. 1974. 


The proposal provides for a 


nationally coordinated research 
and 
consumer 
information 


program to be financed by as- 
sessing those with over 3.000 
laying hens up to five cents per 
30-dozen of eggs handled. 


The 30-dozen case is the 


usual shipping unit 'used by 
poultrymen, according to Carl 
Hoyt, extension poultry agent 
for Western Michigan. 


Hoyt pointed out that a few-

producers voting, or by a 
simple majority of producers 
voting if they account for at 
least two-thirds of the com- 
mercial eggs represented in 
the referendum. USDA says. 


Berrien and Van Buren farmers who suffered damages or will 


suffer a production loss due to flooding, storms and high winds 
beginning about April 18 may be eligible for emergency loans. 


The Farmer's Home Administrations of the counties involved 


are handling the loans, made at a five per cent interest rate and 
amortized over a five-year period. 


Applications will not be accepted after June 27 for physical 


losses and not after Jan. 29,1976, for production losses. 


Applications are now being accepted at the county offices. 


Wheat .Payments 


Farmers that suffered a.wheat production loss from last 


month's flood or due to winter kill arc eligible for a payment of 68 
cents a bushel on the normal yield on their allotment acres for the 
farm, according to the Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation 
office. ',' 


Farmers who suffered a loss must .file a request with their 


county ASC office prior to destroying the wheat or devoting tbe 
land to any other use. The crop will then be appraised by a cer- 
tified apprasier. 


If weather prevented planting the normal winter wheat crop 


the}' also may be eligible for payment, if they can establish this 
fact to the satisfaction of the ASC county committee.

of the most toxic contaminants 
known to man from the com- 
mon brush killing herbicide 
2.4.5-T has been submitted for 
patenting by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife service. 


The toxic contaminant dioxin 


is an undesirable chemical that 
forms when the herbicide is 
made. 


The process was developed at 


the Fish-Pesticide Research 
Laboratory in Columbia. Mis- 
souri. It could have widespread 
use for removing dioxins and 
other contaminants from in- 
dustrial 
and 
agricultural 


chemicals. 


Scientists working on tech- 


niques for separating pes- 
ticides arid fat extracted from, 
fish tissue discovered the po- 
tentially important process 


It was found that microgram 


quantities of the poisonous 
contaminant were absorbed on 
small columns of charcoal 
derived from coconut and could 
not be removed even after 
exhaustive 
extraction 
or 


chemical treatment 
of the 


charcoal. 


Coconut charcoal is effective 


in absorbing dioxms because of 
its particular chemical matrix. 
Already the substance is sold 
for a variety of filtering pur- 
poses.

prepared for large scale construction projects. 


"Congress could pot a hold on obligation authority at any 


time," says Gerald McCarthy, deputy director of highways for the 
Michigan Highways and Transportation Department. 


Federal cutbacks may come because other states lack matching 


funds, don't have road plans ready or lack necessary environ- 
mental impact statements for highway construction, McCarthy 
says. 


As a resuH of the release last February of $2 billion in 


impounded highway funds, Michigan was able to accelerate its 
road building program. McCarthy said. 


Michigan gets $88.8 million in impounded federal highway 


funds. Because freeze money was released; Michigan during the 
first six rhonths.of 1W5 has accelerated job tellings by $93 million. 


Tills is in addition to the $200 million worth of road work 


already underway, McCarthy says. 


Federal officials estimate that each $1 billion released means 


12t,«M jobs. Half of the jobs are involved directly in road building 
and half are the result of industry's "trickle effecT'-such as steel 
mill employment to make beams. That is good news to Michigan, 
which has a high unemployment rate, he says. 
'Each tlW million spent on Michigan highway/building' 
translates directly or indirectly into 12,600 jobs, McCarthy said. 


Because 
of several 
complicated 
categorical 
federal 


requirements, about $15 million of Michigan's $88.'8 million in 
released .funds may not be obligated by the June 38 target, 
.McCarthy said. This includes Urban System monies for city 
streets and country roads. 


"They (dues and counties) don't have enough time to gear up 


and, in some cases, don't have enough money, he said. 


Detroit is one of the cities not using funds, but McCarthy said He 


did not know if that was because Detroit lacked projects or could 
not match federal funds. .

withdrawn. 


He said it would add that "TO 


will not allow this kind of in- 
cident to occur again." 


"We must see whether under 


the present military agreement 
Thailand does or does not con- 
trol Utapao," Kukrit said, 
referring to the big U.S.-run air 
base in Thailand. "If the 
present agreement does not 
allow Thai control then we will 
have to amend it." 


As the announcement was 


made, a delegation of the new
